The Selectmen have placed them= 
selves in a ‘general employee’’ 
category - thus compelling 
members of the Board to abstain 
from doing any business with the 
town, or representing anyone be- 
fore town boards. 

While dealing severely with 
themselves, three members of the 
Board present at Monday night’s 
meeting wanted it understood that 
all personnel classifications under 
the conflict of interest law are for 
the protection of the individuals, 
and in no way reflect onthe Board's 
opinion of their honesty, capabili- 
ties or desire to serve the com- 


munity, 
Then, with the assistance of 
Atty. Fredric S, O'Brien, they 


classified all appointed and elected 
officials - into three categories: 

General employee - no business 
with the town. 

Special employee - may appear 
before boards and committees 
other than their own, but must have 
no contractual dealings with the 
town, 
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Special with exemptions - may 
deal with other boards; specific 
exemptions allow individual to do 
business with the town, 

General Employees 

Without any question, the three 
members classified themselves;

sell; School Supt, EdwardI, Erick 
son Police Chief David Nicoll, 
Town Accountant Wendell Matthe-

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Exploding Sun, Massive 
Fire - In 10 Billion Years 


Shades of 1872 - they’re burning 
Boston down again! 

As most fire buffs know, the 
conflagration of 90-plus years ago 
was for real, and it devastated 
the center of the city. 

The current fire, on the other 
hand, is only make-believe and 
does no more harm than send a 
few shivers down the spines of 
visitors to the Charles Hayden 
Planetarium at Boston’s Museum 
of Science. 

The Boston-burning is the 
climax to the Planetarium’s new 
star showing, ‘*TheSuninAction’’, 
which runs until June 30, It’s part 
of a dramatic sequence showing the 
life story of a star - in this case 
our life-giving sun, center of our 
solar system. 

Astronomically speaking, the sun 
is just a plain ordinary, medium- 
sized average star known as a 
yellow dwarf of the main sequence, 
Assuming it follows the life 
patterns of similar stars, the sun, 
born eons ago out of the dust and 
gases in space, gradually con= 
towards its center until 
it began to burn and sustain itself 
by atomic reactions, 

In time to come, the sun-star 
will begin to grow unstable, It may 
swell into a supergiant and even- 
tually balloon out to swallow up 
nea hy planets like our earth, Then 
it may pulsate or even explode, 

Following this fury, the exe- 
hausted sun will probably collapse 
upon itself, shrinking into a small, 
white dwarf star. In this stage it 
will gradually burn itself out to 
become ultimately only a small 
cinder in space, 

The Planetarium’s showing 
traces this life course to just 
past the supergiant stage when 
Boston and all the cities of the 
world become enveloped in flames.

In the two weeks since you announced closing of the 
Marland Mills here, the sharp edges of disappointment 
have been dulled slightly. And we have had a chance to 
think about the problems this creates for the town, but 
mostly, for the 453 men and women employed in that mill. 

We recognize the realities you cited, in announcing the 
end of the Marland Mills. 

But we can not let this prevent us from appealing to 
you to re-appraise the situation. 

The mill has a rich history in our community, dating 
back to 1807. The mill and the town have grown’ substan- 
tially over the years. Its loss is, perhaps, a tragedy of 
the times — but not one that we can accept without 
appealing to you for a reconsideration of your position. 

From the human viewpoint, many of your employees 
here have served your company faithfully for many years. 
Some are nearing retirementy Your announcement was a 
deep shock to them; many are perhaps unemployable 
because of age and skill. They deserve your consideration 
too.

On their behalf, as well as the town’s, we ask you to 
take another look at the local operation; to ask yourselves 
whether or not it is possible to extend its life, in the hope 
that the current negotiations over imports will be success- 
fully concluded.

Wise Decision 


The Selectmen seem to have exercised good judgment 
in classifying employees and officials of the town, under 
the conflict of interest law. 

The designations appear to be liberal, permitting as 
much mutual trust as can be obtained under the statute. 
For that law gives one the feeling that all municipal 
employees and officials are constantly scheming and 
plotting against the best interests of the community. 

As far as Andover is concerned, this is an unpardonable 
implication; there has been not the slightest indication 
that men and women here serve for any other purpose than 
doing their share towards the welfare of the community. 
To be sure, we may not always agree with their decisions, 
but this in no way criticizes their motives. 

Those persons who have been designated as special 
employees, with exemptions allowing them to make con- 
tracts with the town, now bear the responsibility of their 
public and business activities. The town has indicated 
its opinion that they can be trusted; we are equally cer- 
tain, that this is a reasonable and sensible decision. 

There may be situations in which a conflict, under the 
statute, can not be resolved and still protect the office- 
holder from penalties.
